n Milan, 0., February 11, 1847, be- 
gan life as a train boy at 12 years 
of age. At this time, in his 78th year, 
the world must lift its hat to him as 
the" inventor of more devices for hu- 
man use, comfort and wealth than 
any other man who ever lived. 
To 


call off a list of his creations would 
equire much space, as over 1,000 pat- 
ents stand to his credit. Mr, Edison 
has spent over forty winters in Flor- 
ida, where he perfected dr worked on 
many of his 'wonderful machines. He 
faeems to see nothing in which he can- 
not suggest improvements, and is of 
the opinion that there is little limit 
to the possibilities of the human mind 
in days- to come. Had Edison's tele- 
graphic discoveries been in use during 
the war of 1812-14 it would have 
made a difference in history. 
The 


treaty of peace between the United 
States and, Great Britain was con- 
cluded December 24, 1814— ten days 
before the battle 
of New Orleans, 


with present facilities the. news would 
have prevented the battle, and An- 
drew Jackson would probably never 
have been president. The news of the 
treaty did not reach this country un- 
til February 11, 1815, a lapse of 49 
days. MrvEdis<m spent hisy first win- 
ter at Palatka, but later removed to 
Fort Myers, where his home adjoins 
that of Henry Ford.

This bit of Florida history in the 


St. Augustine Record is of interest: 
"An emblem of peculiar historic sig- 
nificance has been decided upon for 
the Florida centennial celebration to 
be held in November at the state 
capital, Tallahassee, marking the one 
hundredth birthday of Florida as one 
of the states of the union. Florida 
has been successively under five flags: 


British, French, Spanish, Confederate 
and the United States. 
The emblem 


is so arranged that the five flags en- 
circle the state seal of Florida. Above 
is the United States flag and below, 
the Confederate flag, the royal flag 
of France, showing fleur de lis, and 
the royal banners of Spain and Eng- 
land. The combination of colors is 
beautiful, and this emblem will be 
utilized 
in the 
entire 
decorative 


scheme of the centennal. The French 
control of Florida was limited in time 
and pertained principally to the six- 
teenth century. Spanish control con- 
tinued from the sixteenth century to 
the nineteenth century, with the ex- 
ception' of twenty 
years between 


1783, when Florida was under the 
British. 
The Confederate flag flew 


over Florida during the war between 
the states. When Florida seceded it 
is a curious historcial fact that she 
declared herself a sovereign state. The 
flag of the United States flew over 
portions of Florida even before the 
territory was purchased in 1819. Thisn. 
happened during the raid upon Flor- 
ida by Gen. Andrew Jackson, in 1818. 
He flew his flag from the ramparts of 
Fort St. Marks, on Apalachee bay."
